* "The analysis was contained 
in a letter mailed out by the 
Anonymous group with the 
^ixth collection of copies and 
stolen documents. The collec- 
tion consists of copies of five 
documents, including what ap- 
pears to be the beginning of 
an active FBI file on the mili- 
tant Jewish Defense League. 
Probe Is Intense 

This collection of docu- 
ments, like all the others, 

* was made available to The 
- New York Times by Resist, a 
Cambridge-based organization 
. that supports antiwar efforts 

around the country. Resist 
said the documents were re- 
ceived from annonymous 
fcoyfees. 

n?Copies of 60 of the 800 stol- 
en documents now have been 
distributed publicly. The 
Citizens Commission says 
copies of the others have been 
rjfcent directly to people and 
groups named in them. 

The wording of the latest 
Jetter indicates that this may 
5nark the end of the public 
distribution. There have been 
rumors among antiwar organ- 
ization for two weeks that 
the intensity bf the FBI’s in- 
vestigation of the theft would 
. soon close down the under- 
ground operation. 

It has been learned that the 
’ FBI has identified, with the 
Cooperation of the Xerox Cor- 
poration, the 660-model Xerox 
copying machine that was 
used to reproduce the stolen 
files. 

But it could not learn if 
the machine was found. One 
source said the machine had

disappeared before it could 
be confiscated by Federal 
agents. 

More than 100 FBI agents, 
assigned to units in the Phila- ' 
delphia region, have been in- 
vestigating the theft. The per - 1 
sistent release of copies of * 
stolen documents has not 
only embarrassed the FBI but 
has ended the usefulness of 
hundreds of undercover in- ) 
formants whose names were 
revealed in the secret papers. 

The Citizens Commission’s , 
analysis gives the following 
breakdown of the nonroutine * 
stolen documents: 

Forty percent involved politi- 
cal surveillance. Of these, two 
involved surveillance of right- 
wing organizations and 10 in- 
volved surveillance of immi- 
grants. The vast majority, 
over 200, involved surveillance 
of ieftist or' liberal groups. 

Twenty-five percent involved 
bank robberies. 

Twenty percent involved 
murder, rape and interstate 
theft. 

Seven percent involved draft 
resistance. 

Seven percent involved 
cases of military absence with- 
out leave. 

One percent Involved orga- 
nized crime, mostly gambling. 

One document, a directive 
dated Oct. 21, 1970, ordered 
agents to “immediately con- 
duct credit, criminal and pub- 
lic sources” checks on Jewish 
Defense League members. On 
orders from Washington, all 
agents were to comnlete their 
reports by Oct. 26, 1970. 

Penna. Klan Probed 
Another document reports 
on surveillance of Klavern 10 
of the Ku Klux Klan, in Upper 
Darby, Pa. It was prepared 
bv an informant identified as 
“PH 811-R (reliable).” 

Other documents include a 
surveillance report on a peace- 
ful demonstration in Philadel- 
phia against the use of chemi- 
cal warfare weapons and de- 
tails of an arrangement by 
which the Bell ' Telephone 
Company of Pennsylvania ap- 
parently agreed to furnish the 
FBI with monthly-corrected 
lists of all teleohone subscrib- 
ers, including the names — but 
not the numbers— of those with 
unlisted telephones.
